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Alberta People to Wear Alberta Woollens. 


Albertans will soon be using blankets, auto robes and 
mackinaws made entirely of wool.grown and manufactured in 
Alberta, according to George A. Clash, Chairman of the Pro- 
vincial Marketing Board. Mr. Clash stated that with the 
completion of arrangements in which his board assisted, Alberta’s 
new woollen mill will go into production July ist. 

Situated in Magrath, the new company received assistance 
from the local government in the form of a brick building 
valued at $6,000 with additional building space for machinery 
and storage. 

The company ia composed of 92 Alberta business men, the 
majority of whom are wool growers. Individual holdings of 
‘stock are limited to $1,100. 

Mr. E. P. Tanner, Mayor of Magrath, is president; Mr. 
Otto Mehr, formerly of the Logan Garment Co. in Utah is 
Vice-President and David H. Keeler, Magrath farmer, is Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of the company. 

Mr. Clash stated that the mill will manulacture first grade 
material only from virgin Alberta wool. The entire production 
of mackinaw cloth will be absorbed by the Great West Garment 
Company of Edmonton, he intimated. 

He stated further that the new venture would prove of 
great economic benefit in this Province, and that he was contfi- 
dent the efforts of the Board towurd establishing the woollen 
mill would be well rewarded in the increased demand for Alberta 
made woollens. This, in turn, would he!p reduce the number 
of unemployed in Alberta. 

The new venture is favourably located in the heart of the 
wool producing belt, and with a cheap supply of electric power 
and adequate water and sewerage utilities should make favour- 
able progress. 

This is the only woollen mill between Manitoba and Van- 

couver and is only the fourth to be operated in the West.

Past records reveal that sel- 
dom if ever have ruins fallen at 
such a needed time as_ those 
which occurred on May 21st. 
The greater part of the Western 
wheat crop was on the verge of 
becoming seriously damaged from 
drought. That danger, fortunate- 
ly. has now been averted, for the 
The 
very generous rains occurred in 
central and southern Saskat- 
chewan and in central and nor- 
thern Alberta, Southern Alberta 
and northern Saskatchewan,and 
Manitoba received but little of 
the splendid rainfall.

They 
remained there for some times 
and towards the end of Mav, they 
arrived at Frogmore. Meanwhile 
it is interesting to note that the 
beloved Queen Mary had been 
preparing the White Lodge at 
Richmond Park in order that her 
son and her danghter-in-law may 


occupy this r-sidence as their 
permanent home. Sentiment, 
undoubtedly, must have played a 


prominent role in the tact that 
Queen Mary personally attended 
to the duties of arranginy the old 
residence because it was there 
thet she had spent her own child- 
hood since the White Lodge was 
the home of her mother the Duch 
ess of Tech for twenty-eight 
years, 

The White Lodge is a beauti- 


|ful home only a short distance 
from the heart of London, and it 


has large and spacious rooms set 
in a Georgian structure, which is 
surrounded by lawns and gardens 


with a lily pond and a number ot 
good tennis courts, making ita 
perfect summer residence, It has 
tradition and legend in every 
It was there that Sir 
Walter Scott pictured an unfor- 
gettable scene between Jeanie 
Dean and Queen Caroline in 
“The Heart of Midlothian”, It 
wa» there that Horatio Nelson 
mapped out on a table the stra- 
tegy that he would use in the 
Battle of Trafalger. It was there 
thut Qneen Mary herself spent 


coroner, 
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her happy childood days, and 
many years later she gave birth 


there to her eldest son, the 
present Duke: of Windsor, while 
visiting at White Lodge where 
she had come tor tke blessed 
event. 


The Duke and Duchess of York 
arrived at White Lodge in June, 
but it was not idleness that fol- 
lowed because there were con- 
stant demands for their services, 
with everything indicating that 
their duties and responsibilities 
as member of the Royal Family 
were accelerating rapidly in pace. 
In faci, the’ couple had to take a 
rest in August, and for tbis pur. 
pose, they travelled up to Glamis 
Castle and then followed this 
with a short vacation at Balmor- 
al. They returned to their home 
at White Lodge in the tollowing 
month and on October 18th, they 
started on their first trip on. the 
continent, heading for Serbia 
where the Duke was scheduled 
to act asthe godtather for the 
infant son of King Alexander 
and Queen Marge. 


The appeals for the services of 
this Royal Couple were continu- 
ally increasing throughout the 
world, but at the start they 
could only satisfy the requests 
at home, which were very num- 
erous in number and extent, 
including requests to lay foun- 
dation stones, to visit hospitals 
and other institutions, to patro- 
nize fairs, exhibitions, and a 
great many other functions. It 
reached the stage where the 
comparatively short distance 
between Richmond Park and 
London became too far for the 
Roya! Couple in their efforts to 
carry out their duties, and there- 
fore, at the beginning of 1924, 
they took up their residence at 
Chesterfield Honse in London. 

In the earlier years of his life,

as at January 1, 1938, were, 
Municipal $17.104; Social 
service $8996, about one-half 
that of the average M.D. or T.- 
I.D. throughout the province. 
These arrears do- not’ vary 
greatly from year to year and 
as they are eventually paid 
without the necessity of legal 
action they do not appear to 
present aproblem, Under our 
present system of tax collection 
however, good conditions may 
be, we can not expect to close 
our year’s accounts without 
some unpaid taxes, especially 
as some non-residents pay taxes 
every 2 years. Any more 
drastic method of tax collection 


we can work out all taxes due 
if we choose. 


It has also become customary 
for nearly every ratepayer to 
have his time credited on taxes, 
except for an occasional! case 
in necessitous circumstances, 
who draws a certain amount, 
usually one-half, for living 
expense.
